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THE HORRIBLE EXAMPLE 


The Graf Zeppelin has made another 
voyage to South America, carrying eight 
passengers and 300 pounds of mail and 
freight. The passenger list and cargo ex- 
plain why other countries have leit to Ger- 
many the expensive distinction of pioneer- 
ing the commercial use of the dirigible. 

If the eight passengers and 300 pounds 
of mail and freight were to pay the cost of 
the voyage, the passengers must be bil- 
lionaires and the cargo radium. As an 
engineering achievement the Graf is a 
marvel. As an investment it is worth a 
good deal more to foreigners than to its 
owners. It provides the former with free 
demonstrations of how fast they could 
lose money running a line of balloons. 


BLIND DRIVING STILL ALLOWED 

The legislature has taken another year 
to think over the question of amending 
the law so as to require that tail lights or 
reflectors shall be carried on horse drawn 
vehicles using the roads after night-fall. 

The series of tragedies which occurred 
some weeks ago through such vehicles be- 
ing crashed into by automobiles seemed 
to be sufficient to enable the legislators 
to make up their minds on the point. Evi- 
dently it is a point on which their minds 
need a good deal of making up 

For some months to come nature will 
minimise the danger of blind driving at 
nicht. The long days are with us again, 
and they are getting longer. With the com- 
ing of another fall, and the shortening of 
the hours of daylight, the menace will 
reappear on the highways. 

It will be in order then for individuals 
concerned to remember that thev can 
make up in prudence what the legislators 
lacked in firmness. At least there is no law 
against carrying the protecting lights or 
reflectors. Whoever between fall and 
Spring goes abroad on the roads at night, 
with a vehicle of any sort that does not 
show lights forward and backward, is 
foolishly risking his life. 


SOMETHING NEEDED 

The Winnipeg board of trade is asking 
the Edmonton city council to support a 
proposal that a national commission be 
established to devise ways to deal with un- 
employment in a more “‘scientific’’ manner 
than has been and is being employed. 

A suggestion to that effect was made 
at Ottawa a year ago. It was rejected, on 
the ground that the Government was com- 
petent to deal with the matter and saw no 
necessity of creating a special administra- 
tive body. There is nothing to show that 
Premier Bennett has changed his mind in 
the meantime, and the proposal may be 
expected to get no better reception from 
him than a year ago. 

What is clear enough to every observ- 
er is that unemployment has been handled 
in a haphazard rather than a systematic 
way, and that this method or lack of 
method is “getting nowhere”. The prob- 
lem is still a problem, and apparently no 
nearer a solution than last spring. Nor 
has the country anything to show for the 
effort and the outlay that is in proportion 
to the cost. 

Figures brought down in parliament 
show that it cost the Dominion $10 a day 
last year to give a man emplo} 
lief work. Men working on the Trans- 
Canada highway were paid $2.40 per day, 
which may be taken as a fair average of 
the wages paid. Even a commission that 
was only moderately “scientific’ should 
be able to give a man a day’s work at $2.40 
for something less than $10 cost to the 
public treasury.

WITHOUT LIMIT AS TO TIME, 
PURPOSE OR AMOUNT 

The notion probably prevails, as well it 
might, that the Government forced 
through parliament the extension of the 
“blank cheque” arrangement as a means 
simply of enabling the Ministers to carry 
on relief work with a free hand until the 
end of the present month, and to settl: 
counts with the provinces which arise from 
the operations of last year. That is very 
wide of the mark, in fact as far wide as it 
could be. 

Hansard for March 31st, reports Mr 
Ralston, former Minister of National De- 
fence, as saying: “The Prime Minister is 
Saying that the obligations must be made 
before the Ist of May, but they may be 
papetle, five, ten, fifteen or twenty years 
rom now, under the statute. That is what 
IT am endeavoring to get him to limit.”

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unemployment relief twenty years hence 
will be of value?” 

Mr. Ralston: “The Prime Minister 
knows perfectly well that everything un- 
der the sun has been done in the name of 
unemployment relief. Do not let him take 
me down that alley, because we have ex- 
plored it and we have found that this stat- 
ute is as broad as the Dominion of Canada 
and as wide as the legislative powers of 
parliament.” 

Mr. Bennett: “It was intended to be.” 

Again during the debate Mr. Bennett 
stated: “The principle upon which we pro- 
ceed is the same as that which obtains in 
the statutes of Canada—that when a claim 
is reduced to judgment, however small or 
however large, it is payable out of the con- 
solidated fund regardless of estimates or 
parliament or anything else.” 

The extension of the blank cheque 
powers was not therefore a temporising 
measure intended to bridge the gap be- 
tween March and May, and to enable the 
Government to square up with the prov- 
inces for last year’s work. Instead, it con- 
veys to the Ministers the sweeping author- 
ity to make during the month of April con- 
tracts which run for years, for what pur- 
poses they please and at what cost they 
please. And under it any province that 
sees fit to get judgment may years hence 
present a bill and secure payment from 
the consolidated fund, without parliament 
voting the money or even knowing that it 
is being paid out. 

What the Government has done is 
take to itself unlimited authority to incur 
obligations involving unlimited payments 
for unlimited purposes for an unlimited 
time. Again, as Mr. Bennett once observ- 
ed in the legislature of Alberta: “We are 
making precedents” in Canada under his 
dictatorship.

Naming a new c@jumn is as important a matter as 
naming a new baby. A name should be distinctive, 
yet illuminative. It should also have a reserve for 
growth, A name that fils today, may not fit tomorrow. 
I have seen a flowerlike babe, appropriately named

HARDENING OF THE ARTERIES 

The arteries should be tough, yet flexible and 
clastic. The saying, “Ahy man is only as old ag his 
arteries,” is truce; he is also as young as his arterics, 
It is entirely possible to abuse your arteries until you 
will have arteries of 75 at the age of 45. However, 
most of us are born with arteries which will not 
harden at an early age, unless 
we abuse them. All animals hay- 
ing a backbone, as well as hu- 
mans, are liable to arterial 
hardening. 

Hareniitg of the arteries re- 
fers to a gradual thickéning of 
the arterial walls and narrow. 
ing of the space within these 
vessels, due to an increased 
amount of fibrous or connective 
tissue. The overgrowth of con- 
nective tissue is in some cases 
shared by all the inner Uning of 
the artery, or it may be limited 
* to patches here and there. Tho 
y next step is the deposit of lime, 
\ causing the artery to become 
. brittle, hard and full of twists, 
while the inside is no longer 
smooth fut rough. Quite fre-

Arterial hardening may arise from several causes, 
but I am firmly convinced that the principal cause is 
the acidesis produced from excessive starch fermenta- 
tion in the stomach and intestines. The toxins from 
such a condition pass through the delicately lined 
arteries, causing them to tense, and in time the arteries 
form an alkaline coating of calcium to neutralize the 
effect of the irritating acids. From this you can see 
that hardening of the arteries is really a protective 
measure. One type of arterial hardening is traced to 
the toxins of lead, syphilitic, or diabetic poisoning. 

Often hardening of the arteries and high blood pres- 
sure are found together. These cases are doubly dan- 
gerous. In many instances the patient will first ex- 
hibit high blood pressure for some years, with no ar- 
terial hardening present. Such a condition is often 
found with big business men who lead lives of con- 
siderable strain and tension. Theodore Roosevelt was 
one of a type of men who fall victim to high blood 
pressure. If the blood pressure is alowed to remain 

igh, the next step is the hardening of the arteries, the 
one condition leading to the other. 

Strictly speaking, hardening of the arteries is not a 
fatal condition, but the combination with high blood 
pressure often leads to grave changes in the heart, 
brain and kidneys, which may have serious conse- 
quences,
